toon.com has provided a virtual outlet 
for the juvenile urges of the seasoned 
Netizen, scrounging the net for a com- 
plete waste of time.

Put your heads together 


Could the herd mentality 
have a productive side after all? 


MOBS HAVE BEEN GETTING UNUSUAL- 
ly good press these days. In his excel- 
lent new book The Wisdom of Crowds, 
James Surowiecki argues that groups 
of people are smarter than any indi- 
vidual member. In Smart Mobs, 
Howard Rheingold showed how a 
massive gang of citizens connected 
by mobile phones toppled the presi- 
dent of the Philippines. And every 
day the unruly stock market, with its 
zillions of buy-and-sell orders, identi- 
fies a hot or cold company long 
before any individual analyst can 
spot it. Crowds, it seems, have a truly 
superhuman intelligence. 

Now there's evidence they may 
even be creative. Wikipedia, “an open 
content encyclopedia where any- 
body can write or edit an entry, 
“recently produced its 300,000th arti- 
cle. At 90.1 million words, Wikipedia

is larger than any other English-lan- ~ 
guage encyclopedia, including the 
latest edition of the Encyclopedia 
Britannica, which has only 85,000 arti- 
cles and 55 million words. This is all 
the more impressive when you real- 
ize that Wikipedia came into existence 
a little more than three years ago, 
and nota single contributor has been 
paid. Every word was written by 
volunteers, an enormous army dig- 
ging out a massive anthill, grain by 


grain. 

Just how inventive can an 
anonymous group of people —¢ 
be? Could an online mob 
produce a poem, a novel, 
ora painting? We like to 
believe that the blue 
bolt of artistic inspira- 
tion strikes only the 
individual, that the group 
never invents anything. 
“The preciousness 
lies in the lonely 
mind of a man”, 
John Steinbeck 
wrote in East of 
Eden. Hollywood 
scriptwriters con- 
stantly moan 
over how their 
brilliant ideas 
were mutilated 
by studio edit- 
ing by commit- 
tee. 
But collabo- 
ration has a 
long history in 
art. Plays are 
frequently 
infected with 
ideas that 
came from 
actors or even sound engineers. 
Some Shakespeare scholars wonder 
whether some of the Bard’s lines 
came from onstage improvisations 
by actors. And though many of 
today’s writers and creators would 
never admit it, editing by committee 
can rescue an overindulgent work. 
Collaboration is old hat. 


WE CAN WRITE, BUT 
WE SURE CAN’T DRAW 

Still, until now it’s been limited to 
a small handful of people, usually 
face to face. The Internet lets thou- 
sands of total strangers collaborate 
to produce a truly hivelike result. 
One intriguing example is 
Typophile: The Smaller Picture, a 
project that let an anonymous crowd 
design a font. Kevan Davis, a British

Web developer, created grids of pix- 
els, 20 by 20 in size, one for each let- 
ter of the alphabet. He randomly dis- 
persed black-and-white pixels in 
each. Then he put them online and 
let people vote on whether a particu- 
lar pixel should be white or black. 
As thousands of people voted on 
each one, letters emerged, forming a 
democratic consensus of what the 
alphabet should look like. 

Davis then created animations 
that show each letter taking shape, 
and they're mesmerizing: a time- 
lapse movie of a collective mind at 
work. Another designer took the 
results and produced crisper-edged 
versions of each letter. The final 
result looks like a mildly punk ver- 
sion of Helvetica, with occasional 
flashes of creative weirdness, such as

the jaunty serif on the foot of the let- 
ter J. 

Yet the process has its flaws. 
When the mob tried to draw a few 
simple pictures, it couldn’t. Davis 
told it to draw a television, but the 


image neyer,congealed. The group 
areata the tube should be repre- 
sented by empty space, but it 
couldn’t generate any other details. 
An attempt at drawing a face pro- 
duced an even more shapeless mess. 
The only partially successful picture 
was a goat: At around 4,000 votes, it 
looked pretty goatlike, and at 5,000 
votes the mob revised it to make the 
horns curvier. But after 7,000 votes 
the picture decayed into a random

could no longer agree on what a 
goat should look like.

Why did letters work, but not pic- 
tures? Probably because the second 
experiment was too free-form. Ask a 
group of people to draw the letter E, 
and most of them will envision 
something pretty similar. Ask them 
to draw a face, and they’ll have a 
much broader array of opinions, and 
thus more disagreement. Truly huge 
artistic collaboration on the Internet 
seems to work only if the gang has.a 
well-defined objective. 


NO NEED FOR THE QUEEN BEE... 
The Wikipedia people have been 

discovering this themselves, after 
launching a project to have people 
collaboratively write textbooks: 
Wikibooks. When I spoke to Jimmy 
Wales, Wikipedia’s founder, he noted 
that while some textbooks are evolv- 
ing nicely, most aren’t experiencing 
the wild success of the Wikipedia. A 
textbook requires a consistent sense 
of style and a linear structure, hall- 
marks of a single authorial presence.

An encyclopedia doesn't. 

Ina sense, the world of online col- 
laboration is discovering what artists 
have always known: Rigid conven- 
tions are often crucial to producing 
art. Novels, poems, and oil paintings 
are really just structural devices that 
take an artist's zillion competing 
ideas “an internal, self-contradicting 
mob” and focus them into a coher- 
ent work. 

Mind you, online collaborators are 
finding that freedoms are important 
too. The journalist JD Lasica recently 
put his unpublished book, Darknet, 
ona wiki “a type of collaboration 
Web site where anyone can edit a 
page or write a new one” and 
encouraged his readership to edit it. 
But readers mostly offered only tiny 
edits, such as grammatical fixes or 
fact-checks. Nobody plunged in and 
rewrote an entire section. Lasica sus- 
pects his book was too fully formed: 
People didn’t want to mess with 
something that seemed finished. He 
thinks a better idea would be to post 
a much rougher draft of the book to 
make it seem more like clay that can 
be molded. 

One day, it’s likely that an artist 
will discover the right mix, or some 
Web designer will invent an online 
engine that elegantly channels a mil-

lion contributions into a single com- 
pelling artwork. So far, the closest 
we've yet come is with music, 
which, thanks to the influence of 
hip-hop, techno, and applications 
like GarageBand, is increasingly a 
cut-and-paste art form. One new col- 
laboration site is MacJams, where 
people share songs they’re writing. 
The site recently gave birth to a jazz 
song called “Please Eat’. An artist 
dumped a few tracks onto Macjams, 
and soon three other musicians “half 
of the four were complete strangers” 
contributed a total of 36 tracks to the 
song. 

The songwriters worked well 
together in part because jazz is 
inherently collaborative and struc- 
tured, so they knew in advance how 
to cooperate. 

The song emerged from a com- 
pletely unplanned collaboration. I 
clicked on the link, and the trippy, 
witty piece came floating out my 
speaker: The music of the hive.

tome against the frightening collu- 
sion of energy multinationals and 
the US government, It's the Crude, 
Dude: War, Big Oil, and the Fight For 
the Planet, is a map of lraq—a rather 
unusual map; McQuaig writes: “it 
doesn’t show the kind of detail nor- 
mally shown on maps: cities, towns, 
regions...” 

Indeed, it doesn’t—what it does 
show, however, are large black blots, 
as if someone accidentally splattered 
some ink on the document, and nine 
geometrically straightforward paral- 
lelograms; the former indicate, in the 
precise lingo of the legend, “super- 
giant and regular oilfield(s), while 
the latter divvies up the southwest 
corner of the country into neat 

“exploration” blocks. 


YOU DON'T KNOW DICK 

McQuaig calls it the “meat map,” 
after a butcher's chart displaying 
choice cuts of meat. It originates 
from a US Energy Commission task 
force headed by Vice-president Dick 
Cheney in the spring of 2001 
(McQuaig informs that it was only 
reluctantly released to the public in 
2003, following a court order 
obtained by DC-area activist 

ups). 

“I thought, well, now it’s all com- 
ing together,” says McQuaig today 
about the pivotal role of the graphic, 
which she refers to in the book as 
“obscene,” as a linchpin for positing 
her case on the Bush governments 


real motivation for “Operation Iraqi 
Freedom.” 

Of course, that’s not all: other 
mind-boggling tidbits, noted in the 
public record but ignored by most 
the mainstream media, regarding 
Cheney’s personal revolving door 
policy between big business and 
government, as outlined by 
McQuaig, include: 

@ While Secretary of Defense dur- 
ing the first Gulf War, Cheney priva- 
tizes clean-up work traditionally 
done by reserve troops.

(Which, observes 
McQuaig, begs the 
question, seeing as 
how Iraq was on 
the table only ten 
days into Dubya’s 
administration, 
according to former 
Treasury Secretary 
Paul O'Neill: just how 
far back did the plan- 
ning of the invasion 
begin?

FATAL OBSESSION 

“Tm interested in the poli- 
tics of oil—our addiction to 
oil—and, I guess, originally I 
wanted to write about it 
from the point of view of the 
global warming problem, 
and I was interested in the 
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politics around that—the resistance 
of this tiny group of fossil fuel com- 
panies, and how that was holding 
back the world from addressing 
what is potentially a catastrophic 
problem,” says the Toronto-based 
McQuaig, an established author of 
all manner of political and economic 
reporting (Shooting the Hippo, The 
Cult of Impotence, and All You Can 
Eat: Greed, Lust and the New 
Capitalism).

But why has the tunnel-visioned 
race for every last drop of crude 
been allowed to go on, inevitably 
leading to the current quagmire in 
Iraq? 

McQuaig, as with many others, 
says the blame increasingly lies not 
only with the politicians, but also 
with our last line of defense: the 
media. 

“We should acknowledge that it’s 
not as if information has been cen- 
sored—there has been a lot of infor- 
mation published in the media 
down there detailing Dick Cheney's 
relationship with Halliburton, 7 
Halliburton’s relationship with the 
Pentagon, and how favorable the 
Pentagon contracts are that have 
gone to Halliburton. In terms of the 
big impact media, the TV networks, 
there’s almost no reference to this 
sort of thing—or it’s just minimal. So 
even though the facts are out there in 
the public record, they just don’t get 
hammered home ina way that the 
public becomes aware of them,” she 
says. 

“But, ultimately, it comes down tof 
the fact that governments are really y 3 
well-informed of the problems that 
we face, and they're not taking the 
kind of action that they should be 
taking. We've got to take collective 
action to make any sort of headway. 
The role of government is essential 
here.”

In Act One, Vera’s semi-

Whether she’s 
bustling down London streets 
between errands, greeting her 
employer on her knees as she scrubs 
the hearth, or sharing her sunny out- 
look with her family around the din- 
ner table, Vera’s modestly beatific 
smile announces and reinforces her 
can-and-will-do spirit.

oe fully absorbed the pull-togeth- 
er ethos of the recently ended war 
effort at home and bec selfless 
blue-collar angel. When her beaming 
expression gives way, which it does 
rarely, it’s only to a raising of the 
eyebrows that asks “Whatever could 
be the matter?” and implies “It can’t 
be anything we can’t put right.” 

The interstitial half-act, however, 
is marked by alternating flickers of 
concern, embarrassment, discomfort, 
and annoyance. Vera’s not quite sure 
how to react when—despite her 
often-repeated crystal clear instruc- 
tions and forceful reassurance—the 
girls she’s just helped keep out of the 
family way respond with fear, weep- 
ing or both. It’s not that she doesn’t 
care, but her empathy seems to be at 
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odds with her need to stick to her 
schedule, or perhaps with her fear of 
becoming more deeply involved. 

In Act Two, the smile evaporates 
completely. The moment has been 
foreshadowed long since—the police 
began closing the net on Vera after 
her homespun procedure comes 
close to killing a gir—but when the 
camera closes in tight on Vera's 
mounting terror, well, the cops 
might as easily have come to arrest 
the viewer, so palpable is the alarm. 
And here Vera’s face dissolves into 
sobs... pitiful, incapacitating weep- 
ing that will either claw at your heart 
or make your scalp itch. Those in the 
former category will appreciate actor 
Imelda Staunton’s skill: it’s said that

more difficult to pull off convincing, 
affecting tears for any length of time, 
still less the better part of an hour.

To 
some, it may seem that this is an 
even-handed treatment of the sub- 
ject of abortion, but that is, perhaps, 
wishful thinking. Whatever her fail- 
ings, Director Mike Leigh has seen to 
it that Vera’s character has been 
insulated from virtually every com- 
promising trait. Not only does she 
perform abortions without thought 
of charging a fee, she’s also appar- 
ently utterly unaware that the proce- 
dure she conducts might in anyway 
be dangerous.

The film isn’t exactly swimming 
in ambiguity in general. Vera’s

centeredness of her son. Ar 
you've missed the thread, Ver 
husband (Philip Davis) a 
tweed cap, is there to set 
straight, though he himself has 
devastated by the revelation. To find 
forces mapped out this methodical 
ly, you'd have to turn to Ibsen, and it 
may be helpful to think of Vera as 
slightly less cocksure enemy of the 
pearls 

Normally this kind of gaming 
the scenario would be infuriating. 
but here it feels right. Vera’s a para 
dox: an informed innocent. She's 
knows what she’s doing isn’t 
allowed, but there’s some sort of dis- 
connect between that knowledge 
and her certainty that what's she’s 
doing is necessary (and, it bears say- 
ing once again, sanctioned by the 
state for The Right Kind of People in 
the Right Kind of Circumstances.) 
Controlling all these variables also 
allows us to set in relief the institu- 
tions and practices that might other- 
wise be obscured by detail. How do 
we treat people whose intentions are 
pure? From one p ive, apply- 
ing the criminal justice system to 
Vera seems entirely inappropriate, a 
fact that the police themselves 
acknowledge to varying degrees. 

None of this would work were it 
not for Leigh’s unerring ability to 
conjure authenticity (right down to 
the special claustrophobia of an 
English flat) and to wring from his 
improvisational method and his 
exceptional casts the experience of 
life as it is truly lived. Vera Drake 
confirms his position as one of cine- 
ma’‘s most mature, humane and 
unflinching of directors.

SPOILER ALERT: INCIDENT AT LOCH 
Ness is a semi-successful cinematic 
goof, a faux-documentary written 
and directed by Zak Penn, the 
screenwriter who gave us Last 
Action Hero and Behind Enemy Lines, 
among other cinematic abomina- 
tions, and who is here aided and 
abetted by notorious German 
auteur Werner Herzog. The film 
holds to its poker face just long 
enough to persuade you it might just 
be what it purports to be, before 
veering into the ridiculous. Once the 
pretense of plausibility drops, how- 
ever, the joke—if not the film—is 
pretty much over. But there’s some 
fun to be had, especially if you’re 
familiar with Herzog’s maverick 
style. 

What helps Incident at Loch Ness 
successfully perpetrate its hoax for 
so long is that Penn has assembled a 
cast of real film-world pros to take 
the piss out of themselves. Along 
with Herzog and himself, he’s got 
real-life cinematographer Gabriel 
Beristain and real-life sound 
recordist Russell Williams playing 
themselves, as well as a handful of 





celebrity cameos to give the thing 
the whiff of authenticity. 

The film opens with Herzog 
allowing himself to be filmed by a 
documentarian (played by the film’s 
actual director of photography John 
Bailey). Herzog is preparing to go to 
Scotland to make a documentary to 
be called The Enigma of Loch Ness, 
which Penn is set to produce. Once 
they get to Scotland, the difficulties 
around the production begin to 
mount, not least because the sleazy, 
double-dealing Penn tries to assert 
his own vulgar Tinseltown tastes on 
Herzog’s film—hence the presence 
of a bikini-clad “sonar expert” 
(Kitana Baker) who joins the expedi- 
tion. 

As relations between the crew 
members deteriorate, the produc- 
tion is further undermined by the 
fact that Herzog’s quest to debunk 
the Loch Ness myth may actually 
bring him in close contact with the 
legendary sea monster contained 
therein. Unfortunately, it’s far more 
entertaining to watch the crew 
squabble than it is to watch the film 
turn into an homage/ parody of 
underwater horror films. 

For his part, Herzog is a brilliant 
straight man, so eccentric and dead- 
pan that you never suspect for sec- 
ond that he’s acting, nor that any of 
the things befalling him are too

ridiculous to believe. This is a man 
who shot movies on the side of an 
active volcano and in the blazing 
Kuwaiti oilfields torched by 
Saddams retreating troops, a man 
who made a feature film with a 
hypnotized cast and another per- 
formed entirely by midgets, a man 
who when not working with a 
schizophrenic as his leading man, 
pitted himself against the violent 
mania of Klaus Kinski on movie 
after movie, at one point even plot- 
ting to kill him. The nuttiness of 
floating around Loch Ness witha 
bikini model in tow looking for an 
underwater reptile is tame by com- 
parison. 

It’s Penn who seems ill at ease 
with the concept, which is perhaps 
why he feels behooved to start toss- 
ing in easy-to-spot jokes part way 
through, so that viewers can relax 
and enjoy the hijinx without scratch- 
ing their heads over the authenticity 
of what they’re watching. In some 
cases the humour is funny—witness 
Michael Karnow’s intensely flaky 
crypto-zoologist. In other cases, it 
smacks of the writer-director’s inse- 
curity that his audience might not 
get it—witness the last half-hour of 
the film. It’s likely that only die-hard 
cinephiles or the easily amused will 
have the patience to make it that far.

AIMING TO USE “CUTTING-EDGE FILM- 
making” to tell a classic Christmas 
tale is a pretty lofty goal. Sadly, per- 
haps the biggest downfall of The 
Polar Express is giving the technology 
a higher priority than the story. Sony 
Pictures Imageworks developed a 
proprietary motion-capture technol- 
ogy for the film: this new CG tool 
gathers the energy of every nuance 
and shifts it from the live performers 
to the animated characters on screen. 
The resulting effect transforms 
actors into characters that are so life- 
like that, well... they may as well 
have been live actors. In fact, the 
story would have been better served 
had the creators of The Polar Express 
harnessed the CG for the special 
effects and left the dramatic 
moments to real people or animated 
characters that aren’t trying to emu- 
late humans so directly. 

A young boy (simply referred to 
as Hero Boy in the credits) is having 
a restless Christmas Eve. It’s five 
minutes to midnight, and still the big 
man has not arrived at his family 
home, which fuels his suspicion that 
Santa does not exist. 

Just as he is about to drift off to 
sleep, the boy’s bedroom begins to 
shake and a bright light pans across 
the wall. Stunned, our young pro- 
tagonist ventures outside, only to 
discover a massive steam locomotive 
parked on the front street. After a 
few recalcitrant moments, the boy 
hops on board the Polar Express 
and, before he can say “Scrooge,” is 
on his way to the North Pole to ren- 
dezvous with Santa Claus. 

Along the way Hero Boy meets a 
geek who is obsessed with 
up every kernel of knowledge he 
has, a young girl who has the poten- 
tial to be a great leader but lacks the 
eae to fulfill her true potential, 

a 











the film harkens back to the technol- 
ogy. Though Hero Boy looks like a 
real kid, when you look into his eyes 
something seems wrong; his gaze is 
empty, and though his movements 
replicate human qualities, they seem 
unnatural. The result is that the char- 
acters have a strange quality that is 
somewhat spooky. 

The acting is solid, though Tom 
Hanks playing multiple roles is 
something of a contradiction: after 
all, isn’t Tom Hanks just that, Tom 
Hanks? Nonetheless, he does lend 
some breadth to the role of Santa, 
though his Box Car Hobo and Train 
Conductor characters seem to blend 
together at times. 

Other incidental roles are fine. 
Scolari as Billy, the poor kid who 
lives on the other side of the tracks, 
adds a sweetness to this otherwise 
undeveloped character, and Nona 
Gaye has just the right amount of 
sassiness in her voice to lend cre- 
dence to her role as the Hero Girl 
compliment to Hero Boy. 

The challenges of transforming a 
32-page book for children into a 100- 
minute blockbuster are obvious: 
there are too many action sequences, 
potential train wrecks as it were, 
which become redundant after 


awhile. All of the generic action 
obfuscates healthy character devel- 
opment, which would have served 
the The Polar Express well at times. 
The redeeming nuggets are most 
evident when the film captures the 
essence of Chris Van Allsburg’s 
story. The scene where Hero Boy 
actually meets Santa face to face and 
must come to terms with his inner 
doubt is touching, even for the most 
hardened cynic. The recurring refer- 
ences to “magic” and “believing” 
woven throughout the film are good 
ideals to parlay to kids and adults 
alike. 

The original songs, the dance 
sequence on the train, and musieal 
chestnuts licensed for the film (you 
cannot g0 wrong having the dulcet 
tones of Bing Crosby in a Christmas 
movie) add a nice playful feel to The 
Polar Express that only reinforces the 
fact that this film would have 
worked much better if Zemeckis had 
decided to borrow more freely from 
the classic MGM musicals, and films 
such as George Seaton’s 1947 film 
Miracle On 34th Street to create some- 
thing that would better suit the 
reflective, nostalgic flavour of the 
story.

THE LITTLE TERROR WAS KIND OF SCARY ONCE. 
but those days are long past. Nobody 
jumps when Chucky hits the screen any- 
more, but then again, nobody really 
wants to jump, since real-world.horrors 
trump a vicious talking doll with a nasty 
mouth anytime. Besides, the Chucky 
series always had a dark sense of 
humour, right from Child's Play on, so 
why not acknowledge the ridiculousness 
of it all? Pump up the absurdity to a 
bursting point, cater to an audience 
trained to expect pop culture nudges, 
broad winks at the crowd, terrible jokes a 
la Scream. 

That's precisely what series creator 
and director Don Mancini did, bless his 
heart. The latest installment just dives 
head-first into pure unadulterated 
schlock, from the opening sequence 
involving Chucky sperm, to a not unex- 
pected appearance by director John 


Waters, dragged in to portray a sleazy 
tabloid hack. That's not all: The Shining, 
Chinatown, Martha Stewart, and Ed 
Wood all get namechecked for laughs. 
Hell, the entirety of Hollywood is mocked 
incessantly. 

The gist of the plot has Bride of 
Chucky Tiffany (voiced by Jennifer Tilly) 
attempting to end the doll couple’s usual 
violent ways and raise a family based 
around their sexually ambivalent kid, Glen 
or Glenda (voiced with effete Brit accent 
by Billy Boyd). Better yet, she wants to 
take on flesh and blood in the form of 
“washed up” human actress Jennifer 
Tilly, played by Jennifer Tilly, and (for 
Chucky) rapper Redman who plays, well, 
Redman. Irony of ironies, they're both 
working together on a version of the 
maniacal doll’s story called “Chucky Goes 
Psycho.” 

Does hilarity ensue? You bet, and it's 
certainly funny at times, but also fairly 
predictable. Aside from Tiffany's efforts to 
at soul transference between her and 
Tilly, Chucky and Redman, there's also 
her wishy washy efforts to stop Chucky 
from killing while resisting her own dia- 
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bolical impulses. Chucky, meanwhile, just 
does what he does best, if shamefaced 
around his spouse after dragging the kid 
toa killing. 

It's not a bad entry to the series; it 
wears thin after a time, but there’s a kind 
of weird energy to the enterprise that 
keeps you interested right to the end, 
especially if, like me, you root for those 
little demons to take on human form.

THERE OUGHT TO BE A RULE FOR INDEPENDENT 
movies: let there be no more than one 
character with a goatee and a ponytail. 
More than one, and it looks a little goofy, 
like we're frozen in the early '90s. 

Reroute is an Edmonton-made mod- 
ern gangland thriller that purports to be in 
the tradition of Raymond Chandler and 
Dashiell Hammett, but the clumsy struc- 
ture and un-snappy action and dialogue 
turns the tribute into an insult, and a 
waste of time. 

In it, Shane Carr (also a producer) 
plays Teague, a man who is bent on 
avenging the rape of his girlfriend, 
Minette (Kailin See), who, for a gangster’s 





moll, is pretty weak. Following a trail of 
dead bodies, he wakes up under a bridge, 
has several disorienting flashbacks, and 
heads off to kill some more. He suspects 
his former mentor, Burke (Brian Copping) 
and his goateed son/henchman Miguel 
(Johnny Bede, the skinny one) of com- 
mitting the crime, so he heads downtown 
to the infamous Arlington Apartments to 
find the bad guys. 

There, he kills a couple more men, but 
not before finding his buddy Kerwin 
(Alykhan Gulamani) bleeding to death in 
the hallway. Plus, no one seems to be 
able to get their damage deposits back. 
Returning home, he cleans himself up. 
But instead of removing his t-shirt the 
normal way, he fears it off his body with 
his bare hands. 

What follows are more and more flash- 
backs, triggered by objects in various 
apartments and things he sees while 
walking and driving around Edmonton. 
“These potato chips remind me of my 
girlfriend,” he seems to be thinking. There 





is a lot of standing and staring and 
remembering. He remembers an outdoor 
double date. “I love it out here,” Minette 
swoons. But you can hear all the cars! 
Later, he recalls his first date with 
Minette. She wonders why he hasn't 
made any moves on her. 

Before you can say, “Maybe he's just 
not that into you,” he trots out a speech 
that should've guaranteed a life of never, 
ever getting laid. “! pride myself. on a few 
things,” he declares. “First, being a man.” 
Surely she isn’t hearing this, Minette’s 
wide eyes tell us. “I'm sure you've had 
your fill of assholes,” he reiterates. 
Ewwww!! 

And when he's not standing and 
remembering things, men are shooting 
heroin at the bowling alley and then hav- 
ing the worse kung-fu fights ever. 
“Perhaps this cartwheel will hurt you,” 
they seem to be thinking. This means that 
they miss a tremendous cinematic oppor- 
tunity: settling things with a bowl-off. 

They make many of the low-budget, 
self-produced feature filmmaking mis- 
takes: a bad script, awkward editing, bad 
audio (WAY too much ambient noise, fel- 
las), and excessive and pretentious use of 
wide-angle and fisheye lenses.

A NUN, A RECLUSE AND-AN ACTRESS 
walk into a kitchen... sounds like the 
set up for some bizarre joke, but no, 
those are the three sisters who con- 
front each other in rural Cape Breton 
in Daniel Maclvor’s Marion Bridge. 
Agnes, Theresa and Louise recon- 
nect because of a family crisis—the 
imminent death of their mother. 
Bradley Moss, who directs 
Theatre Network's production of 
Marion Bridge, says Maclvor has 
placed his women in turmoil at an 
interesting and mature period in 
their lives. “You start looking back 
and saying ‘This is what I saw, how I 
perceived my life, and this is what it 
is, and it sure doesn’t look like the 
picture I had.” It’s kind of a hard 
reality having to accept responsibili- 
ty. [It’s] bad to have the gift to say, 
“You know what? We can’t start all 
over again, but we can look at each 
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other differently. We can create a 
new beginning, a new path.” 
Coralie Cairns agrees. She’s mak- 
ing her Theatre Network debut as 
Agnes the “cranky crusty actress.” 

“It really addresses the fear of 
change. The one thing I just love 
about the way Maclvor has written 
this play is how the sisters complete- 
ly misunderstand each other. There 
are so many points in the play where 
each of the sisters needs some- 
thing—and in their bizarre way 
they're asking for it, and the other 
one doesn’t hear what they're say- 
ing, she hears what she perceives 
and thinks that she is giving what 
she should and they completely miss 
each other. It’s so much fun to do, 
and he’s so right on that way.” 


MY MOTHER THE HOUSE 

In true Cape Breton style, 
Maclvor’s trio of sisters duke it out 
in the kitchen, the nerve centre of the 
house, the one room which can 
reveal much about a family, says 
Moss. “To me, the house and the 
kitchen are the mother. We never get 
to see her, so that character is the 
house they were all in at one point. I 
think Marissa Kochanski has done

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wall and layers of paint and ane 
per and stuff. It’s a book. All these 
pages of this life that was there, this 
character that they’re IN, so they 
can’t really help themselves, they 
kind of regress.” 

“{They’re] back into the old pat- 
terns,” says Cairns. “It’s kind of the 
heart of the house in a way: that’s 
where they play cards, that’s where 
they sit up late, that’s the form of 
communicating. There’s another 
room in the house where the TV’s 
always on, that’s not where they 
come together; it’s the kitchen where 
they communicate. It’s a comfort 
room” 

Maclvor peels back the past, says 
Moss, as if he were peeling the layers 
of family history on the wall. “Each 
sister remembers a particular experi- 
ence. The experience of going to 
Marion Bridge... They all had a total- 
ly different experience. It’s symbolic 
for the whole family, and it takes all 
three of them to put it together— 
something they never got a chance 
to do—and that’s Mom’s last gift: 
she helps them down the path ofa 
new life together.”

WHO IS SYLVIA, INDEED? AND WHAT 
charms does she possess that she can 
persuade a happily married, emi- 
nently successful man to forget the 
joys of home and family and seek 
pleasure in her embrace? Especially 
when she’s a goat. 

In his 2002 Tony Award-winning 
script, American master Edward 
Albee takes a swipe at the nature of 
tolerance in today’s permissive 
world. With former taboo behav- 
iors—most prominently, in this 
script, homosexuality and adul- 
tery—now considered common- 
place and no longer the catalysts for 
imprisonment or shame, where does 
one draw the line? What transgres- 
sions can love encompass or can be 
explained away in its name? 

In The Goat, Albee presents a cou- 
ple that is the antithesis of George 
and Martha of Who's Afraid of 
Virginia Woolf fame. An architect, the 
recipient of the Pritzker Prize, 
Martin at age fifty seems to have it 
all: a beautiful, stable, loving home; 
an elegant and witty wife, Stevie; a 
well-adjusted gay son, Billy. 
Martin’s life is the sophisticated edi- 
tion of the American Dream. It just 
can’t get any better. That is, until he 
confesses his affaire de Coeur to his 
old chum Ross. The sophisticated 
veneer is ripped away and the high- 
ly functional family unit spirals 
downward into despair, into absur- 
dity, into hatred, with a soupgon of 
incest thrown in for good measure. 
The plot and its fallout are delivered 
witha certain amount of grimly vit- 
riolic humour and wit. 

Through this extreme set up, 
Albee seems to explore the passions 
which drive human actions: that 
Martin is having an affair seems, on 
the surface, expected, everyone else 
does it, why shouldn't he? That his 
inamorata is a nanny goat is shock- 
ing, beyond the compass of good 
taste; that he professes love for her, 
sacrilegious. As Stevie wails, “How 
can you say you love me when you 
love so much less?” As with homo- 
sexual practices 40 or 50 years ago, 
Martin faces a prison term if caught. 
Yet, he cannot stop himself. He is 
driven to touch what he idealizes as 
purity, the light of trust in Sylvia’s 
eyes; a light that, quite tellingly, 
Stevie notes he can see in his own 
son’s eyes. What isn’t clear is Albee’s 
argument—is the price of unreason- 
ing passion pain and loneliness, or, 
has society become so self-involved 
that the need to individuate is placed 
above the welfare of all el: n this” 








something beyond shock value and 
while David Storch’s fiercely paced, 
intelligently directed production 
doesn’t aim to present answers, it 
certainly entertains and engages 
long after the stage lights have 
dimmed. On David Boechler’s 
aggressively chic set, Storch’s cast 
treads the wire separating deep pas- 
sion from absurdity. The matter of 
Sylvia is played for its dramatic not 
its shock value. Martin speaks from 
a deeply grounded humanity, Stevie 
from an extreme yet understandable 
rage. Ross becomes neither enemy 
nor devoted friend but remains 


ambiguous—a voice of judgment, 
while Billy speaks from a falteringly 
sophisticated point of view—typical 
of the adolescent. The production is 
a pleasure to watch, funny and at the 
same time quietly disturbing, 
despite the largeness of the emotions 
onstage. 

As Martin, John Jarvis turns ina 
performance of conviction, although 
his low-key approach tends to get 
lost against the blistering portrayal 
of Stevie by Brenda Bazinet. Bazinet 
is incendiary, so much so that she 
shimmers with white heat, making 
her despair and rage withering to 
behold. Ron Lea and Jon Stewart as 
Ross and Billy respectively, are fine 
too. 


Allin all a thought-provoking and 
ultimately entertaining ninety min- 
utes of theatre—but not for the faint 
of heart.

STEWART LEMOINE IS NOT ONLY ONE 
of Edmonton’s most prolific and 
popular playwrights, he’s also one of 
the city’s most able theatrical practi- 
tioners. 

Take the current remount of Fever- 
Land.A hilarious and polished come- 
dy when considered only on its 
slightly screwball entertainment 
merits, this Sterling-nominated work 
(for an earlier Fringe incarnation) 
dares to juxtapose the most natural- 
istic form—the prairie, kitchen-table 
domestic drama—with the heights 
of classical romantic theatre. 

So, abutting the dead-ordinary 
mid-'60s Winnipeg-bound, home- 
economics teachers and college 





music professors, you have high- 
brow supernatural characters like 
the Erlking, plucked from the can- 
non of Goethe/Schubert, and 
Myrtha, Queen of the Wilis, appro- 
priated from the ballet Giselle. This 
is a wicked mixture, especially given 
Lemoine's saucy, high-camp twist 
on both ends of that character ranger 
(making Myrtha, for example virtu- 
ally addicted to modern greasy 
spoon cooking) while never going 
over the line and being disrespectful 
of his sundry literary creations/bor- 
rowings. 

The juxtaposition continues to the 
plot level as well, with the ever-so- 
banal albeit illicit romance between 
the afore-mentioned home-econom- 
ics teacher and part-time choir mem- 
ber (Betsy Locke, played by Barbara 
Gates Wilson) and her high-strung 
choir leader (Jeff Haslam’s Clark 
Tupper) turning out badly (not to 
mention fatally) which tosses Betsy 
into the hands of the Erlking (John 
Kirkpatrick) and Myrtha (Leona 
Brausen). This devilish pair decide 
that Betsy needs revenge from 
beyond the grave and send her 
down the exact same path as the one 
Giselle followed! 


This lets Lemoine pay respect to 
previous literary /theatrical inspira- 
tions and increase the dramatic 
nature of his piece while keeping the 
work grounded in the naturalistic 
genre most theatre fans are most 
comfortable with. 

The result is a truly human and 
tender story told almost in miniature - 
as the ultra-shy Betsy enters into her 
relationship with Clark that is 
counter-played with some of the 
most absurd moments imaginable. 
Making Betsy relive a tender 
moment shared between her and 
Clark in the local zoo’s monkey 
house, the Erlking decides it would 
be so much better if the monkeys 
sang ina simian choir! 

The layers cut within the charac- 
ters as much as between them. 
While Betsy and Clark's relationship 
starts off sweet and light (fueled by 
Clark's passive-aggressive hatred of 
his motor-mouth wife Diane, played 
with almost inhuman energy by 
Marianne Copithorne), it turns nasty 
and relatively dark in short order 
just as the seemingly gormless 
Erlking and Myrtha show their 
darker sides in due—and appropri- 
ate—course. : 

In Germanic mythology, the 
Erlking (a mistranslation of Danish 
ellerkonge—king of the elves) is a 
spirit or personification of natural 
forces that does harm, especially to 
children, often ushering them into 
death. He's often credited with being 
the leader of Wild Hunt, or the Ride 
of Death—a tradition associated 
with Greco-Roman myth with the 
Pan figure. As for the Wilis, they are 
Spirits of jilted /wronged maidens 
who haunt the forest from midnight 
to dawn each night, and force any 
man who wanders into their path to 
dance until he expires from exhaus- 
tion. 

Not nice entities, but not exactly 
fully evil either. In Lemoine‘s hands 
they’re just doing the cosmic work 
put onto their plate, standing in for 
the arbitrary forces—good and bad, 
monumental or cosmically tiny— 
that have tormented humans from 
day number one. 

What makes the work truly sing is 
the endlessly-talented ensemble 
players that surround Lemoine and 
know how to ably walk that =

AS THE LIGHTS COME UP ON THE 
Emperor of Atlantis, a strikingly mov- 
ing scene unfolds. A beautiful 
woman clad in a black velvet coat, 
white gloves, curling hair piled high 
begins to sing: she sings Richard 
Strauss's Der Nacht and, as she sings, 
she is divested of all beauty, her vel- 
vet removed to reveal a tattered 
dress and coat adorned with the Star 
of David, her coiffure removed and 
replaced with a kerchief, the silken 
glows with heavy suitcases. The 
woman, the artist is rendered anony- 
mous, stripped of beauty delivered 
into a world of death, of night and 
yet she continues singing. 

In this one stroke, this one piece of 
staging, directors Brian Deedrick 
and Ron Jenkins illuminate the 
world in which Der Kaiser von 
Atlantis was bor—Theresienstadt, 
the Paradise Ghetto, Hitler's model 
camp. Composed as the Allies land- 
ed in Normandy by Viktor Ullmann 
with a libretto by Pietr Kien, Der 
Kaiser is a morbidly scathing attack 
and satire upon the Third Reich and 
the Nazis. The story behind it is 
compelling—a group of artists dri- 




























ven to mock their oppressors in 
words and music, sing despite being 
stripped of everything, and, in the 
end denied the chance to present 
their work when their jailers figured 
out exactly what was going on, mur- 
dered for their defiance. 

Edmonton Opera and Workshop 
West have joined forces to tell the 
story of and behind the opera. In the 
first half of the evening, Stephen 
Massicotte’s The Emperor of 
Atlantis is staged. Focusing on 
Ullmann, Kien, and their colleagues, 
the play provides much background 
information—that Ullmann was a 
decorated hero of the First World 
War. 

Massicotte has added a fictitious 
relationship between Ullmann and 
Braun, the Camp Commandant, a 
former comrade to whom Ullmann 
imparted a rich musical education— 
ironically, an education that proves 
to be his undoing. 


While this is fertile ground for a 
compelling drama, the drama seems 
bypassed in favour of expository 
dialogue explaining the opera, its 
references, the camp. Where this 
play succeeds is in depicting the 
small human moments; the petty 
cruelties inflicted on the camp inhab- 
itants—the breaking of a young vio- 
linist’s bow, the excitement of dis- 
covering a forgotten bottle of wine, 
an artist's first recital. These 
moments shine making one long for 
more of the same... less telling more 
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showing. A lighter touch is also 
needed with the script of The 
Emperor of Atlantis to bring it up to 
the deft polish of the opera it cele- 
brates. 

Der Kaiser does not require too 
much contextualizing. With its mix- 
ture of entartetemusik (degenerate 
music prohibited by the Nazis)\— 
cabaret, jazz, musical theatre, 
Mendelssohn, Mahler—and refer- 
ences to Strauss, Wagner and 
Brahms, the score is by turns discor- 
dant, strident, delicate and lyrical. 
Death, disgusted by Kaiser Uberall’s 
lust for power and all encompassing 
mechanized war, decides to go on 
strike, to abdicate. His action renders 
Life (Harlekin) meaningless. 
Ironically, it is only by sacrificing 
himself to Death, that the Emperor

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can redeem humanity. It’s a loaded 
and powerful statement, one that 
hardly needs context or background. 
The work shines as brightly as if 
never lost. 

There is a haunting resonance to 
the opera, given that the cast serves 
double duty. Baritone John Avey, so 
menacing as Commandant Braun is 
a threatening Kaiser, Brian Downen 
is both a sprightly Kien and 
Harlekin; Thomas Goerz’s elegantly 
fatalistic Ullmann becomes the dis- 
gusted weary Death. Bryce Kulak as 
the young violinist Isaac turns in the 
most compelling acting of the 
evening. 

The opera is exquisitely sung, 
impeccably played, Bretta Gerecke’s 
set is broodingly beautiful and 
Deanna Finnman’s costumes, them-

Claiming concerns over “national securi- 
ty,” nearly 21,000 people were shipped 

to detention camps in the interior of BC 
or to sugar beet farms in Alberta and 
Manitoba. No Japanese-Canadian was ~$ 
ever charged with disloyalty to Canada, 
and in the late 1980s the feds paid com- 
pensation of $21,000 for each individual 
directly wronged by the removal. 

“It's a very powerful story about a 
search for identity and the intense feeling 
for place we all have,” says Ouchi. “This 
is ultimately a very subjective thing, 
which is why we've decided to project 
slides of family pictures on the windows 
of the set to underline how we all project 
memories upon a place. Everybody in the 
play looks at the plum tree in the yard 
and sees something totally different.” 

“The play explores that subtle differ- 
ence between what is a house and what 
is ahome,” says Edmonton's 
Matsunaga-Turnbull, the actor who ini- 
tially read the role of George in The Plum 
Tree’s workshop in 2002 and them per- 
formed in the Calgary premiere of the 
play in 2003.

HALTED AT A SMALL GROCERY STORE 
outside Drumheller, huddled 
around a pay phone located nght 
next to the men’s room, Ivana 
Santilli is having a fine time dis- 
pelling any notion that she might be 
the prototypically haughty and diffi- 
cult dance diva. How could she be? 
Seven musicians, including the 
singer—who doubles up on trumpet 
and keyboards—are packed togeth- 
er on this tour; the resulting close 
quarters and lack of big star touring 
bus make the entire trip seem more 
like a family vacation. 

“We're traveling in a camper, and 
it’s dope,” she says, giggling as vari- 
ous band members file past to use 
the men’s washroom, yelling com- 
ments intended for her interviewer 
to overhear. “It’s just as good as trav- 
eling in a tour bus because at least 
four people can sleep at a time. Like, 


just laid out: there’re four beds, and 
we watch movies. It’s very cool. 
Don’t get me wrong—I‘d take a tour 
bus, too, but the camper is a lot of 
fun. You get a lot of jokes about it.” 

Certainly nobody should be jok- 
ing about Corduroy Boogie, her 
sophomore effort, a funky, pleasant- 
ly warm album that belies the cover 
image of a manufactured R&B sex- 
pot. Unlike her first release, Brown, a 
grab bag of drum ’n’ bass, bossa 
nova, and Brazilian rhythms that 
announced the Toronto native to the 
world at large as a talent to be reck- 
oned with, Corduroy is as much an 
immersion in Philadelphia soul of 
the early ’70s as it is in any of her 
other influences. 

“When you say the Philly soul 
sound, well, that’s always made a lot 
of sense to me,” she affirms happily 
when the subject is brought up. “It’s 
really warm, and it’s got such a good 
energy and a good spirit to it. It’s still 
gritty and very real but not harsh in 
any way. Are you kidding? I love 
that stuff!” 


That may be the result of hiring 
one of the current stars of the 
Philadelphia scene, producer King 
Britt. 

“He's dope, he can do anything,” 
she enthuses. “That's the cool thing; 
and he really does listén, that’s what 
all the producers did with this 
record—they listened to what I real- 
ly wanted and they listened to what 
I'd done before, and they married 
everything. King is brilliant with 
beats, absolutely brilliant. It’s funny. 
because I learned things about beats 
from him, and he learned about 
chord progressions from me. I 
taught him a couple of things; that’s 
the beautiful thing about going back 
and forth, that both people get to go 
to the next level. You can’t hang out 
with King and not hear a bunch of 
new things; he really did expose me 
to a lot of new music. Like, he 
might've been one of the first people 
to introduce me to broken beat.” 

Santilli could’ve been nudged 
down the path to brainless pop star 
years ago, particularly when she was 
being groomed for success as part of 
Bass is Base, but so far she’s resisted 
any attempt at image makeover, 
instead doggedly sticking with her 
particular aesthetic. 

“It’s been suggested to me 
before,” she admits. “Like when I 
went ona writing trip to New York, 
a lot of the writers that were put 
with me were pop writers who 
wrote with N’Sync, Britney Spears, 
Cher, people like that. They all dug 
my sound, they all said; ‘Your sound 
is good, your look is good, your 
lyrics are great, but maybe you 
wanna steer away from this 
R&B/soul thing, let’s go pop a little 
more.’ 

“Because, in America, I’m a white 
girl; I mean, I’m Italian, and I’ve got 
this background here, but in 
America, it’s completely segregated. 
The white artists that make soul 
music are, y'know, very few. It was, 
like, Pink, but look who she was 
signed by, and look who was writ- 
ing her songs—Babyface. That's the 
problem, right. I was like, ‘I don’t 
feel good about it’ I don’t mind 
writing pop songs in the sense that 
Sting is pop. It’s popular, simple to 
understand but, if you dig, there’s 
another level.”

PSYCHOBILLIES REJOICE, FOR THE 
Deadcats have finally crawled outta 
their seaside grave and are ambling 
westwards towards the prairies, 
teaming up with locals the Raygun 
Cowboys and Winnipeg’s 
Rowdymen to give our lifeless psy- 
cho scene a kick in the teeth. 

It's been three years since their 
last visit, when the self-described 
“raunchy garage psychobilly” band 
shared the stage with Mad Bomber 
Society and Three Inches of Blood at 
the old New City. Explains guitarist 
Mick Tupelo, “A few years ago we 
basically packed it in, but we got the 
itch to play again.” The four-piece is 
currently breaking in a new drum- 
mer, lan Tiles, formerly of Ray 
Condo’s band; guitarist Chopper 
and Scooter on (a sometimes flame- 
engulfed) washtub/gut bucket bass 
make up the rest of the group. 

The odd style of bass plays a part 
in distinguishing The Deadcats 
from other psychobilly acts, which 
typically stick to uprights. “Tt 
sounds pretty cool; it’s a real sort of 
throbbing sound. You can’t really 
hit a lot of notes, but he looks pretty 
funny playing and its good for a 
laugh,” says Tupelo. He relates how 
the instrument found its way into 
The Deadcats in the first place. 
“When we formed the band, the 
drummer said, T know this guy 
Scooter, he plays this washtub bass.’ 
He knew everybody in the scene, so 
it was like, ‘Yeah lets get Scooter, 
he'll be a draw!’ It just sort of stuck 
with us.” 

The novelty occasionally has its 
drawbacks, however. “Sometimes 
on the recordings, I’ll play electric 
bass or lay dubs of aati tes 
tracks onto some of the songs, but _ 
we usually with the gut bucket 
bass.” Tupelo admits, “Those things 
are like a soundman’s nightmare;

dently but with some of the biggest 
labels in psychobilly—England’s 
Raucous Records, German label 
Crazy Love Records, and Revel Yell 
Records from Japan—with a mini- 
mum of touring. They’re now hop- 
ing to pick up the pace; upcoming 
plans include a journey down the 
west coast, a featured spot at a 
springtime horror rock festival in 
New York, and tentative plans to 
visit Europe in 2005. 

Though huge overseas, psy- 
chobilly remains relatively obscure 
on our side of the Atlantic—a condi-

tion that’s changing quickly. “It’s 
starting to really catch on; I think a 
lot of that’s due to Tiger Army and 
Nekromantix being signed to 
Hellcat Records,” says Tupelo. 
Though others are quick to jump on 
these two bands with the cliché 
cries of ‘sellout!’, Tupelo is quick to 
point out the positive aspects of the 
Hellcat bands’ growing popularity. 
“We were down in California in 
1999, and Tiger Army opened up 
for us in Santa Cruz. By the time we 
got down to LA, there was no psy- 
chobilly at all! Basically the crowd 
was all just greasers and rockabil- 
lies; there were hardly any psy- 
chobillies at all. Later that same 
year, Tiger Army put out their first 
CD on Hellcat and it sort of explod-

FOR ALOT OF BANDS, GETTING THAT SWEET DIS- 
tribution deal with a major label means 
more time to focus on the music, and 
less time spent trying to get the merch 
ready, the CDs printed, and the tour orga- 
nized. Shikasta’s Russell Fernandes can 
finally say he's achieved that goal. But, 
when we get to speak on the phone, he 
sounds more tired than ever. “Today 
we're doing our kickoff, and we've found 
out our CDs are not ready for the Toronto 
release,” he says, his voice thin and 
weary. 

“Whose fault is it?” | ask innocently 

“| don't know, there’s a lot of red tape,” 
comes his reply. 

One would assume that a label such as 
Universal, which put a lot of resources at 
Shikasta’s disposal, would've pulled 
some strings to get the actual CDs on 
time for the CD release party. Fernandes, 
though, doesn't seem too bitter about it 
After all, the band is in a better position 
than it ever was. Weight Of The Sun, their 
latest release—produced “live off the 
floor” by C’Mon’s lan Blurton—is getting 
positive reviews across North America, 
and the band is getting ready to take on 
Europe early next year. 

“We did try a studio version a while 
back,” Fernandes says of the recording 
“We did something like 26 songs, record- 





ing the tracks separately; the vibe wasn't 
that good. lan knew we wanted the sound 
to be different [from] what we did on 
Gold.” The result is a more mature 
recording for Shikasta, reflecting the cur- 
rent state of the five-year-old line-up. 

“There's a lot less talking,” admits 
Fernandes. “It’s all about the music now 
We try to keep each other's personal lives 
at a distance because it interferes with the 
dynamics. It's very much more profes- 
sional as we're getting older.” 

Fernandes wants to make it clear that 
“more professional” doesn't mean the 
band is leaving behind the hard-pound- 
ing, high-energy rock they've gained 
many fans with. Clearly, Shikasta is still 
on track-now more than ever. 

“This is more dancey, it’s a bit more 
mature,” he concedes. “It seems to be a 
logical progression. We're focusing more 
on songwriting. The balls are still there, 
it’s just that you get the whole body this 
time.”

NEW RELEASES 

Mates of State first caught my ear with 
Polyvinyl Records’ 2004 Sampler on the 
standout track “Ha Ha” from their 2003 
album Team Boo. An unconventional mix 
of organ and drums, Mates of State offer 
charming, catchy indie pop. After spend- 
ing the last year touring, the duo has just 
released a brand new four-song CD/EP, 
All Day (Polyvinyl.) If that’s not enough 
Mates for ya, pick up Thadd Day's docu- 
mentary on the band—“made by a fan, 
for the fans’—also available from 
Polyvinyl. . 

The reliably excellent, San Francisco- 
based label, Shelflife Records, has 
released the debut album from Norwegian 
duo Kawaii. |f /t Shines, We have It fea- 
tures intriguing girl-boy vocals floating 
ephemerally over synthesizers, organs, 
and drumbeats. Shelflife is also releasing 
the debut album of Language of Flowers, 
a special new band | tripped upon a few 
months ago, to my happy delight. Classic 
indie pop in the vein of Heavenly, Talulah 
Gosh with jangly Smiths-y guitars. So 
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pretty. So good. Songs About You should 
be available in stores shortly. 

It's a story (getting to be) as old as 
time—a guy, his guitar... and his iBook. 
After playing in several indie pop bands 
over the years, Belgium's Dieter Sermeus 
settled down three years ago to start The 
Go Find. The one-man band has released 
Miami (Morr Music), an album of elec- 
tronic pop perfect for bedroom listening. 
And if you're digging that, check out the 
Morr Music Japan Tour CD. Promoting 
the label's first Japanese tour in spring 
2004, the CD has exclusive tracks from 
Morr Music artists Isan, Styrofoam, and 
The Go Find. 

Brazzaville (originally based in L.A., 
now working out of Barcelona) is led by 
Beck saxophonist David Brown. The 
group’s exotic, bossa-nova-influenced 
indie pop garnered loads of great press, 
but fell short of commercial success. 
Welcome to Brazzaville (Web of Mimicry) 
is something of a “best of” album, with 
tracks selected from the group’s seven- 
year recording career with a few new, pre- 
viously unreleased songs.

WITH SYNTH LINES SWEET LIKE ELECTRONIC 
lollipops and distorted guitar riffs as 
fuzzy as your favorite sweater, the four 
Swedes of The Radio Dept. deliver an 
album that's hard to disagree with.

radio shop in their home-town of 
Malmé—in Swedish, a not-so-catchy

commercial gain, but because of the dif- 
ferent identity it allowed them to step into.

defies the relentless mundanity of mod-

FOR US GEEKS, LIVING IN A JOCK-CONTROLLED 
world ain't easy. While lame tripe like 
Beverly Hills 90210 got like 35 consecu- 
tive seasons (at least, it felt that way), 
truly quality material of what it was really 
like to be in high school (in this case 
Freaks and Geeks) couldn't even finish its 
first season before getting cancelled.

After all, how do you explain 
the lavish six-disc DVD set? Plus, now, 
we have the companion soundtrack to 
rock out to. Not bad for a show that was 
cancelled four years ago. It truly is the 
revenge of the nerds. 

All the classic late '70s tracks are here 
for your consumption, including the 
theme song (Joan Jett’s “Bad 
Reputation”), Rush's “The Spirit of 





Radio,” The Who's “I’m One” and Joe 
Jackson's “Look Sharp!” Also included 
are original scores from composer 
Michael Andrews that recall key moments 
from the show (such as the time Lindsay 
Weir got stoned for the first time). But 
what truly pushes this compilation over 
the edge from a good soundtrack to an 
awesome soundtrack are the many little 
bonus goodies for the Freaks and Geeks 
fans. Take the “Bill Gets Funky (aka 
Spacefunk)” track, a piece of cheesy 
disco goodness that sounded so authen- 
tic, you'd be shocked to learn it was 
recorded in 2000, rather than 1977. Also 
of note are tracks performed by the 
show's former hippie turned guidance 
counselor Mr. Rosso performing a hilari- 
ous rendition of Alice Cooper's “I’m 
Eighteen” and the cringe inducing 
acoustic love ballad “Lady L” that Nick 
Andopolis performed for Lindsay. 

The soundtrack truly has it all, 
embodying the show’s spirit: equal parts 
hilarity, rocking out, poignant sadness 
and. above all, just plain fun!

THE WEST IS THE FUTURE, THE SOPHOMORE 
Telease from the Badlands’ Radiohead, 
Kid Dakota, delivers all the whimsy, cyni- 
cism and futility one would expect from 
band whose singer-songwriter hails from 
a town of less than 400: Bison, South 
Dakota. Darren Jackson, front-man, 
vocalist, and mastermind behind Kid D., 
battles with prairie pessimism and bucol- 
ic angst, pitted against a background of 
drug addiction and nihilism: “Howdy 
there pilgrim/You're not 
transcendental/There’s nothing beyond 
you/There’s nothing to hope for/.”

the record sometimes lapses into generic 
narratives involving rather bloodless 
characters, from the sleepy little town 
escapades of a Norman Bates character 
(“Starlight Motel”) to the existential 
broodings of Ivan, a Russian wanderer 
(“Ivan”), The West is the Future reveals 
great promise. Jackson's dreamy, wistful 
vocals punctuate epic, Sparklehorse- 
esque soundscapes but what is really 
excellent about this album is the guitar- 
work, in the same simple yet eloquent 
vein as Elliott Smith. Although the atmos- 
phere of the album is non-obtrusive and 
pleasant, it'd be best savoured in an 
evening fraught with agnosticism and dis- 
enchantment, lest the soul-wrenching 
humanness of the lyrics be lost on you.

AND WITH THE PASSING OF BIG BABY JESUS, 
the legacy of Wu-Tang is ostensibly laid to 
rest. This greatest hits collection comes 
on the heels of the Wu live disc and DVD, 
and is a much more suiting final bow. It 
draws strongly from '93's Enter the Wu- 
Tang (36 Chambers), their first, and 
strongest album to date. So much so that 
the Greatest Hits title could just as easily 
apply to 36 Chambers instead. But that's 
beside the point, as the album contains 
some of their stronger moments from 
their later albums. And while their output 
over the years became more diluted with 
skits and lesser material, their best materi- 
al always maintained a certain level of 
excellence, apparent on this collection. 

Which isn't to say that there aren't 
some questionable moments scattered 
throughout the disc, it’s just that they 
aren't too detrimental to the overall enjoy- 
ment. The remixes seem crisper and 
cleaner, with some of the grime stripped 
away to reveal the personalities within the 
Clan a little better. In this sense, it works 
well as a companion piece to their studio 
albums, as opposed to just a mere 
rehashing and merchandising. Also 
included are some soundtrack and compi- 
lation contributions, but there aren't any 
serious jewels uncovered here. 

The complete absence of any solo sin- 
gles seems a little odd, but seeing as how 
the idea behind Wu-Tang was to use the 
group as a launching pad for solo careers 
with all record labels as potential employ- 
ers, the logistics and licensing of such a 
feat would be a hassle, to say the least. 
Not to mention that there is enough mate- 
rial here to more or less flesh out the disc, 
and show the Wu-Tang Clan at their influ- 
ential and gifted best.

company called CMC International 
made a bundle in a decidedly left-field 
business maneuver: they signed up as 
many remnants of aging, then-other- 
wise unwanted hair farmer bands as 
they could (e.g. Motorhead, Dio, etc.) 
Recording and 
distribution was 
done on the 
cheap, but see- 
ing as how all the 
groups hada 
core following 
regardless of 
current market trends, CMC made a 
modest but tidy sum on all subsequent 
units shipped. Is that the same sort of 
stratagem behind the signings over at 
Yep Roc Records? Certainly could be— 
over the past year they've shipped out a 
pick-up load of new CDs by fading faves 
of the alt-Americana variety, including 
Southern Culture on the Skids, Big 
Sandy, Reverend Horton Heat, Dave 
Alvin (fmr. Blasters) and, most recently, 
The Legendary Shack Shakers 
(Believe). 

The Shack Shakers certainly got their

Lalihoo don’t have time for this much fun 


JUST WHEN AND HOW DOES AN ARTS- 
and-crafts hobby transform into an 
actual design career? For Julianna 
Mimande and Larissa Nessler, who 
as Lalihoo make bracelets, cuffs, and 
handbags as an expression of “our 
creative energy coming together to 
make something productive for the 
world,” they currently find them- 
selves on the brink of that very sort 
of change: the demand for their 
goods is outweighing the volume of 
possible output. 

“We got a booth at The Fringe, 
and sold our stuff there,’ Mimande 
explains. “We couldn’t make 
enough to keep up—during The 
Fringe, even now—and we just 
don’t have the time to make as much 
as we need to.” 

Well, c'mon: what are they doing 
with their time? 

“It’s just about getting away from 
our waitressing jobs to do it,” she 
explains. Aah, yes, the old problem 
of somehow making a living; simul- 
taneously pursuing creative endeay- 
ors in your downtime. 

“We work at Rick’s Grill... right 
now we both wanna focus on 
Lalihoo, because over Christmas I 
think we can sell a lot of stuff. 
Maybe in January when we have 
more time to sit down and focus on 
it we can go even further with it...” 
The “stuff” Mimande refers to is a 


collection of one-of-a-kind cuffs and 
bracelets—mostly made from 
brightly coloured scrap leather and a 
variety of ornamental adornments; 
and recycled-material handbags 
with vintage tack-ons such as 
brooches, clip-on earrings and other 
such distinctions. Their wares 
caught my eye at The Fringe, where 
between green onion cakes and get- 
ting back to the beer tent I was taken 
by a bright red soft-leather cuff with 
a unique loop closure. It’s been on 
regular wrist rotation ever since.

“We were selling stuff in Top 
Gear Scooters, the Junque Cellar, 
and also Robes and Relics; however 
now we're just working on making 
more to get some back in for the 
middle of November,” Mimande 
details. 

Lalihoo—“Which is sort of

both our names”, was born of the 
duo’s mutual discovery that they 
were both already making similar 
types of jewelry in their spare time. 
“We just loved what each other was 
doing...then at The Fringe we creat- 
ed a lot of new stuff,” details 
Mimande, “We were just sitting 
together all day, working together, 
using the same materials, always 
being a source of inspiration for each 
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evening dining Tues-Fri- 
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ernests @ NAIT.ca. 
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other.” 

“Julianna is much more of a risk 
taker when it comes to colour and 
wild things and I’m always quite a 
bit more anal,” explains Nessler, 
“Like: “Oh this needs to be symmet- 
rical,” and “If there’s one on this side 
shouldn’t I put this over here?” And 
she’s like “Dude, you shouldn't do 
that. You should make it mixed up,” 
So she kinda pushes me out of that 
realm... then because I'm super anal 
she starts to think, “Ah, yeah, maybe 
I should clean this little edge up or 
do this little detail,” so we compli- 
ment each other nicely.” 

Beyond the creative back-and- 
forth, there are also business details 
to think about if the girls decide to 
take this further: “For me that’s 
tough,” Mimande concedes, “but 
Larissa’s great at that, because she’s 
like, ‘What are you doing? Why 
would you sell that for $5? Go for 
$30."

GETTIN’ DOWN TO BUSINESS 

As an overture toward Lalihoo as 
business over mere hobby, 
Mimande recently attended a work- 
shop in New York City that dealt 


with “The Business of Fashion and 
Design.” 

“They talked about different 
types of funding, which I found 
really interesting, fashion shows, 
fundraisers, how to start the actual 
business and write a financial plan.” 
Too bad it requires a trip to New 
York to find such a workshop, but 
unfortunately there just isn’t a 
wealth of Fashion Design hopefuls 
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Such a workshop must also help 
bridge the distinction between the 
creative end of such an endeavor 
and the business end—seemingly 
disparate components that eventual- 
ly have to come together if you're 
going to make your line work.

Wonderland. This would not be the first time that 
Herzog would be profiled while making a film, but 
it would perhaps be the last. What neither Bailey 
nor Herzog could have predicted Is that Enigma of 
Loch Ness would never be completed... Shocking, 
controversial, and strangely humorous, the film 
raises many questions about where reality ends 
and fiction begins. 

Fri & Sat, 9 9m: Godzilla — Gojira. The first and the 
best of the Godzilla films, 1954's Gojirais one of 
the great films by a sci-fi master, Ishiro Honda 
(Akira Kurosawa’s close friend and occasional sec- 
ond unit director). The U.S. cut from 1956 ran 20 
minutes shorter, with another 20 snipped to make 
room for a pre-Perry Mason Raymond Burr, so 
that nearly a third of the film was shorn. The unre- 
lentingly grim American version excised all of the 
film's comic relief (including some astonishing 
Strangelove-like black humour) and censored its 
strong anti-H-Bomb message, turning it into a run- 
of-the-mill monster-on-the-loose picture.

The case of teacher Todd Senters is head- 
ing to Nebraska’s Supreme Court—because

During protests upon the film's release, an 
Associated Press story quoted Brandi 
Swindell, head of a college-oriented group 
called “Generation Life” that plans to picket 
theaters showing Kinsey, saying, “Alfred 
Kinsey is responsible in part for my genera- 
tion being forced to deal face-to-face with the 
devastating consequences of sexually trans- 
mitted diseases, pornography and abortion.” 

That's a lot of credit to give a guy that 
Robert Knight, director of Concerned Women 
of America’s Culture & Family Institute, 
describes being as undeserving as “Nazi Dr.

The AP story also quotes a review of 
Kinsey by Tom Neven of Focus on the Family, 
an influential Christian ministry based in 
Colorado. “To say that it is rank propaganda 
for the sexual revolution and the homosexual 
agenda would be beyond stating the obvi- 
ous,” wrote Neven.
